Court Bans Teen Executions 


Ruling spares juvenile murderers ineluding sniper Malvo 


WASHINGTONIA closely divided Supreme Court 
ruled Tuesday that it’s unconstitutional to exe- 
cute juvenile killers, ending a practice in 19 
states that has been roundly condemned by 
many of America’s closest allies. 

The 5-4 decision throws out the death sen- 
tences of 72 murderers who were under 18 
when they killed and bars states from seeking 
to execute minors for future crimes. 

The executions, the court said, violate 
the Eighth Amendment ban on cruel and 


unusual punishment. 

“The age of 18 is the point where society 
draws the line for many purposes between 
childhood and adulthood. It is, we conclude, 
the age at which the line for death eligibility 
oughtto rest,” Justice Anthony Kennedywrote. 

The ruling prevents states from making 
16- and 17-year- olds eligible for execution. 
It continues the court’s practice of narrowing 
the scope of the death penalty, which justices 
reinstated in 1976.

Supremacists 
Eyed in Killing 
Of Judge’s Kin 

CHICAGO I A federal judge who was once 
the target of a failed murder plot by a white 
supremacist was under marshals’ protection 
Tuesday following the shooting deaths of her 
husband and 89 -year-old mother, and investi- 
gators were looking into possible connections 
to hate groups, among other leads. 

U.S. District Judge Joan Humphrey 
Lefkow found the bodies of Michael 
F. Lefkow, 65, and her mother, Donna 
Humphrey, when she returned home from 
work Monday evening, according to authori- 
ties and friends. 

White supremacist Matthew Hale, 33, 
who was convicted in April 2004 of solic- 
iting an undercover FBI informant to kill 
Lefkow, is awaiting sentencing on murder 
solicitation and obstruction of justice. 

Authorities acknowledged the possibil- 
ity that hate groups could be involved in the 
killings but cautioned against early conclu- 
sions.

FBI Agent Cites Abu All’s Terror Ties 


ALEXANDRIA, VA. I A Virginia man 
accused of joining al Qaeda and

Rice tells Damascus 
to remove troops from 
Lebanon immediately 

LONDON I The United States called 
for an immediate end to Syrian mil- 
itary and political dominion over 
Lebanon on Tuesday, applying its 
strongest pressure to date. 

“The Syrians are out of step with 
where the region is going and out of 
step with the aspirations of the peo- 
ple of the Middle East,” Secretary 
of State Condoleezza Rice said. She 
was speaking to reporters after 
an international conference on 
Palestinian security in London. 

Rice said there was gathering 
international resolve that Syria 
must pull out of Lebanon and allow 
the Lebanese to choose their own 
political future. That choice must 
be independent of “contaminating 
influences,” she said. “I think it’s one 
of the strongest statements in a long 
time about what needs to happen 
in Lebanon,” Rice said. 

At a press conference with 
French Foreign Minister Michel 
Barnier, Rice said their two coun- 
tries would support the scheduled 
election in Lebanon, perhaps by 


sending observers and monitors. 

She also suggested internation- 
al peacekeepers might be needed 
eventually and could help secure 
democracy for the Lebanese if the 
Syrians withdraw their thousands 
of troops and security forces. 

The United States pulled its 


ambassador from Damascus last 
month in protest over the assassi- 
nation of a leading Lebanese politi- 
cian. The Bush administration did 
not blame Syria outright for Rafik 


Hariri’s killing. But the deadly bomb- 
ing that killed him in Beirut on Feb. 
14 set off a popular uprising against 
Syria, which keeps about 15,000

HILLAH, IRAQ I Thousands of Iraqis 
protested Tuesday outside a medical 
clinic where a suicide car bomber 
killed 125 people a day earlier, brav- 
ing the threat of another attack as 
they condemned foreign fighters 
and chanted “No to terrorism!” 

Abu Musab al-Zarqawi’s terror 
group, which has repeatedly seized 
foreigners and attacked Americans, 
purportedly claimed responsibility 
for the suicide bombing in Hillah. It 
was not possible to independently 


verify the claim, which was posted 
on the Internet. 

The group said it targeted recruits 
for the Iraqi security services, whom 
it referred to as “apostates,” but did 
not mention those killed in a near- 
by market. 

Jordanian-born al-Zarqawi is 
belived to be one of the master- 
minds behind the insurgency and 
thought responsible for a relentless 
wave of bombings, beheadings and 
other attacks, qasim abdul-zahra (ap)

EU, U.S. Commit 
$680M to Assist 
Palestinian Efforts 

LO N D 0 N I At an international meet- 
ing Tuesday to help the Palestinian 
leaders prepare for statehood, 
British Prime Minister Tony Blair 
said the world would back President 
Mahmoud Abbas’ efforts to rein in 
militants and build a lawful govern- 
ment and healthy institutions. 

The effect of the one -day meet- 
ing, attended by Secretary of State 
Condoleezza Rice, was to give the 
Palestinians a feeling they are no 
longer isolated, said Abbas. 

While the meeting was not 
intended to raise money, Blair said 
the European Union had committed 
$330 million and the United States 
another $350 million to support the 
Palestinians in their efforts to reform 
their administration, (l. a. times)

The United States and Mexico had 
the worst rates of child poverty in 
the Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development. 
At least one-fifth of U.S. and 
Mexican children live below the 
national poverty line, according to

Police arrested Floribert Ndjabu, 
who heads the militia suspected of 
ambushing the peacekeepers on 
Feb. 25 in Ituri province, said UN. 
spokesman Kemal Saiki. Saiki said 
police also arrested Gen. Germain 


Katanga and Gen. Goda Sukpa, for- 
mer militia commanders under 
Ndjabu who were given their army 
posts in January as part of a power- 
sharing agreement to end Congo’s 
devastating 1998-2002 war.

Latin America’s New 'Leftist’ 



Uruguay adds to the 
continent s leftward tilt 
as Vazquez is sworn in 

MONTEVIDEO, URUGUAY I A doc- 
tor took office as Uruguay’s first 
socialist president Tuesday, joining 
the ranks of left-leaning leaders in 
Latin America — now six in all — 
governing a majority of the region’s 
people with a cautious approach to 
U.S.-backed free-market policies. 

Thousands of Uruguayans filled 
Montevideo’s streets for the inaugu- 
ration of Tabare Vazquez, a 65 -year- 
old cancer specialist whose swear- 
ing-in ended more than 170 years of 
control by two moderate parties. 

Vazquez, elected Oct. 31 to 
replace Jorge Batlle, is part of a 
reinvigorated — but far less ideo- 
logical — leftist movement in Latin 
America whose leaders have come 
to power amid economic turmoil. 
He took the oath of office for his 
five-year term with many of South 
America’s leftist leaders looking on, 
including Brazil’s Luiz Inacio Lula da 
Silva, Argentina’s Nestor Kirchner 
and Chile’s Ricardo Lagos. 

Uruguay, long one of Latin 
America’s most stable economies, 
is climbing out of a 2002 depres- 


sion in which the economy shrank 
by 11 percent. The upheaval left one 
of every three Uruguayans below 
the poverty line. 

During the campaign, Vazquez 
pledged to help the poor, and 
his message resonated with vot- 
ers increasingly skeptical of free- 
market policies being touted by 
Washington as the remedy for the 
region’s economic ills. Over the last 
decade, many South American coun- 


tries adopted free-market reforms, 
opening their economies and priva- 
tizing state industries, only to see 
their economies slow to a grind. 
Most analysts say the new leftists 

— with the exception of the more 
populist Hugo Chavez of Venezuela 

— are seeking to balance social wel- 
fare and a greater role for the state 
with pro-market economic policies 
in a mold akin to Europe’s Social 
Democrats, kevin gray (ap) 


Roh Presses Japan to 
Pay WWII Reparations 


S. Korean leader prods 
Tokyo to make amends 
for wartime abuses 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA | If Japan is 
angered by North Korea’s kidnap- 
ping of its citizens, it should also 
provide compensation for thousands 
of Koreans who were forced into 
labor or sexual slavery for Japan’s 
World War II army. South Korea’s 
president said Tuesday. 

President Roh Moo-hyun is the 
first South Korean leader to call for 
reparations from Japan in recent 
years. Previously, South Korea shied 
away from the issue because the two 
countries officially settled all com- 


pensation claims when they estab- 
lished diplomatic ties in 1965. 

“Japan must make the truth 
of the past known and offer sin- 
cere apologies and, if necessary, 
pay compensation. Only then can 
we be reconciled,” 
Roh said in a tele- 
vised speech mark- 
ing the anniversary 
of a 1919 uprising 
against Japanese 
colonialists. Japan 
ruled the Korean 
Peninsula from 1910 to 1945. 

Roh didn’t elaborate on how 
the reparations could be sought, 
but indicated that Japan should 
act voluntarily, sang-hunchoe(ap) 


France Becomes 
Asylum-Seekers’ 
No. I Destination 

GENEVA I France supplanted the 
United States as the top destination 
for people seeking asylum in indus- 
trialized nations last year, while the 
flow of refugees dropped to levels 
unseen since the late 1980s, a United 
Nations report said Tuesday. 

The UN. High Commissioner for 
Refugees attributed the decline in 
asylum applications filed in North 
America and Europe to a drying 
up of the flow of refugees out of 
Afghanistan, Iraq and Kosovo. 

But France bucked the trend, 
rising 3 percent to 61,600 applica- 
tions from the previous year’s 59,770. 
The United States, which received 
the most applications in 2003 with 
73,780 refugees, had 52,360. (ap)

Qwest 
Touts Bid 
For MCI 

Execs put pressure 
on company to discuss 
$8B takeover proposal 

N E w Y 0 R K I Qwest executives made a 
direct appeal to MCI investors Tues- 
day as a way of pressuring the long 
distance provider to scrap a lower- 
priced deal with Verizon and recon- 
sider its spurned $8 billion bid. 

Officials at the Denver-based 
Baby Bell argue that their plan will 
generate more than $10 billion in 
cost savings, largely through the 
elimination of up to 15,000 jobs, 
and expressed frustration that MCI 
has refused to discuss the offer. 

“We haven’t heard anything from 
them since the Thursday before the 
Super Bowl,” Qwest Chief Executive 
Dick Notebaert told Qwest and MCI 
investors in New York. 

Notebaert signaled that Qwest 
might be willing to sweeten its bid. 
After Qwest submitted a revised 
bid last week, MCI said its board 
would evaluate the offer, but stood 
by the $6.7 billion Verizon deal as a 
more promising and safer option for 
shareholders.

Ruling Shifts Malvo Case 


High Court decision 
on minors saves sniper 
from threat of execution 

M C L E A N , VA . I For nearly three years, 
Cheryll Witz has sought answers 
about the slaying of her father on 
an Arizona golf course and whether 
it might be connected to the 2002 
killing spree of snipers John Allen 
Muhammad and Lee Boyd Malvo. 

A ruling Tuesday by the U.S. 
Supreme Court may finally allow 
her to get some answers. 

The court, in a 5-4 decision, 
banned the execution of those 
younger than 18 when they com- 
mitted their crimes. Malvo, now 20,

the death penalty wasn’t an option. 


was 17 when he and Muhammad 
committed their crimes. 

Malvo has already been convicted 
and sentenced to life in prison without 
parole for two of the 10 sniper killings. 


Tuesday’s ruling means that 
Malvo can give a full account of his 
actions without fear of additional 
punishment. His lawyers have hint- 
ed that their client might be willing 
to come clean if the death penalty 
were no longer an option. 

Prince William County 
Commonwealth’s Attorney Paul 
Ebert, who prosecuted Muhammad 
and obtained a death sentence, had 
wanted to do the same against Malvo. 
But after Tuesday’s ruling, Ebert 
said he will not prosecute the case. 

Prosecutors in Montgomery 
County, where seven of the sniper 
shootings took place, say they also 
aren’t pursuing plans to try Malvo.

Officials speak out 
on Capitol Hill against 
cuts to EPA budget 

WASHINGTON | The governors of 
Virginia and Maryland and the 
mayor of the District of Columbia 
paid a visit to Capitol Hill Tuesday in 
the hopes of keeping the Chesapeake 
Bay cleanup projects from erod- 
ing. 

Sen. Barbara Mikulski, D-Md., 
said the trip brings “a whole new 
energy to the bay fight.” She said the 
short-term challenge will be fighting 
proposed cuts to the Environmental 


Protection Agency’s budget. 

Maryland and Virginia sena- 
tors all signed a letter late last year 
asking President Bush for $1 billion 
in federal funding to save the bay. 
While they all claim publicly that 
is still the hope, the private meet- 
ing was to discuss strategy amid 
expected cutbacks to last year’s 
funding levels. 

The Chesapeake Bay Watershed 
Blue Ribbon Finance Panel released 
a report last fall saying that $15 bil- 
lion in state and federal funding is 
needed over the next six years to get 
the Chesapeake off the EPA’s endan- 
gered list.

Montgomery Co. Council Approves ICC 


ROCKVILLE, MD. | The Montgomery 
County Council voted Tuesday to 
back state plans to build the long- 
proposed Intercounty Connector, 
an 18 -mile highway that would 
run through the northern section 
of the county. 


In several votes, the council 
agreed to support a proposal to run 
a six-lane road along a route that 
has long been on regional planning 
maps in the Burtonsville area. The 
state already owns much of the right 
of way on that alignment. 


“It is a no-brainer that a mas- 
ter plan alignment be adhered to 
for the ICC,” said council member 
Nancy Floreen. 

Gov. Robert Ehrlich has said 
he wants work to begin on the $2

Redskins Sign 
Samuels to Deal 


Record $15.7M bonus 
keeps tackle on team, 
frees salary cap room 

REDSKINS I This year’s big signing 
for the Washington Redskins at the 
start of free agency is one of their 
own: tackle Chris Samuels, who 
received the largest signing bonus 
in team history. 

Samuels and the team reached 
an agreement Tuesday night for a 
multi-year deal that includes a sign- 
ing bonus of $ 15.75 million, accord- 
ing to an official in the league who 
spoke to The Associated Press on 
condition of anonymity. 

Further details were not imme- 
diately available, but the deal solves 
a pressing need just before the 
start of free agency at 12:01 a.m. 
Wednesday. Samuels’ contract was 
scheduled to count a whopping $9.5 
million against the salary cap this 
year, constraining the team’s abil- 
ity to re-sign players and acquire 
new ones.

ROADTESTI The Dodge Neon com- 
pact sedan has been around since 
1994 — but its younger, sporty SRT- 
4 version surprises with its boister- 
ous personality. Judging by record 
sales of more than 8,300 last year, 
car buyers have been noticing. 

Although it’s got the body and 
chassis of a Neon, the SRT-4 is really 
a different kind of four- door sedan. 
It bellows loudly, almost like a mus- 
cle car, no matter if it’s driven in the 
city or is zipping on the highway. 


Unlike the Neon, the SRT-4 only 
comes with manual 5 -speed trans- 
mission, and the vehicle’s ample 
power can come on in a rush, if you 
don’t modulate the clutch pedal and 
shifting.

A television franchise 
launches its fourth 
edition — ba-bing! 

M 0 R E I There was a time when even 
two seemed like a lot. But “Law & 
Order” didn’t stop there. 

Taxing the show-biz adage “If 
they liked it once, they’ll love it 
twice,” NBC went beyond “Law & 
Order: Special Victims Unit” and 
“Law & Order: Criminal Intent” to 
add a fourth edition, “Law & Order: 
Trial By Jury.” It previews Thursday 
at 10 p.m. on NBC, with another 
episode at 10 p.m. on Friday. 

“Trial By Jury” stars Bebe 
Neuwirth, Amy Carlson and Kirk 
Acevedo, whose character is ini- 
tially paired with Detective Lennie 
Briscoe — played, of course, by Jerry 
Orbach, who died of prostate can- 
cer in December — then teams up 
with D.A. Investigator Chris Ravell 
(Scott Cohen). “Law & Order” vet- 
eran Fred Dalton Thompson will 
be a regular here, too. 

This latest entry bears an unmis- 
takable family resemblance: The 
New York setting; the time-and- 
place title cards and “ba-bing” sig- 
nature; a solemn mission statement 
with which each episode begins. 

“Law & Order” has always 
nabbed the bad guy in the first 


half, then hauled the scoundrel 
into court. On “Trial By Jury,” a 
comparable symmetry is achieved 
by tracking the opposing sides as 
the case unfolds. Each episode 
crosscuts between the prosecutors 
and the defense team (made up of 
guest stars like Annabella Sciorra 
and Peter Coyote) as each side revs 
up for the courtroom clash.

Carb and calorie 
counters are finding 
it’s time for brine 

Ask Dolores Mason, 72, the best way 
to stay healthy, and she’ll tell you to 
eat a pickle. Mason, who won top 
prize at the Maryland State Fair for 
her kosher dills, praises the pickle 
for its ability to brighten a plate and 
make you feel better. “There’s some- 
thing in that vinegar that’s good for 
your body,” said Mason, who lives 
in Springfield, W.Va. 

Whether or not that’s true, 
pickles seem to be enjoying a 
resurgence of popularity, boosted 
by the introduction of new flavors 
and the recent clamor over low- 
carb diets. 

“We’ve been way in front of the 
wave when it comes to pickles being 
low- carb,” said Richard Hentschel, 
executive president of Pickle Packers 
International. “Pickles are naturally 
low in carbohydrates, except for the 
sweet pickles.” 


Americans crunch more than 2.5 
billion pounds of pickles a year, and 
more than 67 percent of households 
eat pickles, according to the associ- 
ation. Nutritionally, the classic dill 
pickle barely registers on the calorie 
chart. An average -size dill packs 
about 5 calories, 0 grams of fat, 0 
grams protein and 1 gram of carbo- 
hydrate. Some have a scant amount 
of sugar; sodium content is usually 
in the 200 -milligram range.

“All the discussion on diet has 
brought new light to the pickle 
category,” said Claussen company 
spokeswoman Sarah Delea. “As 
people become more aware of the 
focus on carbohydrates, they are now 
finding pickles as a new snack.” 

Even sweet pickle makers are 
getting in on the trend, offering 
pickles made with sugar substitutes 
to keep calories down. B&G Foods 
now has sugar-free gherkins, bread- 
and-butter pickles and relish. 

Pickle makers have been experi- 
menting with new flavors as well. 
“We’re seeing that consumers are 
really excited about the diversity and

are trying new flavors and cuts,” 
said Hentschel, adding that pick- 
les infused with hot peppers and 
citrus are creating abuzz. 

Ralph Sechler & Son makes 
extra-sweet products such as can- 
died sweet orange pickles, said 
owner Dave Sechler. They offer 39 
varieties of pickles, including lemon, 
raisin and apple -cinnamon. 

Dill remains the most popular 
flavor sold in the United States. 
“Grandma or Mom made the dill 
pickle, and it’s the dill that is used 
on every fast-food hamburger 
today,” Hentschel said, suzanne white

These things don’t 
exactly spell prevention. 

Do what you can to take extra 
care of yourself these nextfewweeks. 
Slow down, reconnect with friends 
and get lots of color into your diet. 
When your life settles back down, 
so too should your coughing.
